A polyoleftn composition comprises 100 parts by 
weight of a polyoleftne which has been produced with 
use of a Ziegler catalyst and has a part or residue of the 
catalyst left therein. 0.005 to 1 part by weight of a phe- 
nol compound having the formula (I) and 0.005 to 1 part 
by weight of an organic phosphite compound having 
the formula (II).
